Wine a little fiſh, which in that Country they call a 
loch, and foto drink down wine and filh together, 
and ifat any time the filh tuck by the way according 
to their agrement they were to fwear and curſe it 
down; when the Solemnity was ended and they had 
made uſe of the ordinary means ( ſleep ) for che 
recoveryof their ſenſes, and were now from beaſts in 
ſome competent degree transformed into men again 
as well as they could, rode home to Vorceſter where 
the Righteous God immediately calls ſome of them 
to an account for their late prophaneſs and horri- 
ble abuſe of themſelves and his Creatur-s, and 
ſtrikes the aforeſad Luke Hodges with a deſperate and 
violent fickneſs, during all the time whereof he was 
in unſpeakable torment, and ftill fancied(as we have 
credibly been informed) that the filkes which he 
drank down did continually gnaw upon him, after 
a few dayes fickneſs he miſerably ended his life. 
About the ſame time another of them whoſe name 
was Segar, the Lord ſtruck much after the ſame 
manner and in a ſhort ſpace of time he alfo breathed 
out his laſt, che reſt are for the 3 reſerved to 
take warning by the example of Gods ſevere Judge-
